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Scutch Grass 


Nor'west Farmer. 

Enquirer, Wapella, Assa.: Can you 
or any of your readers give me any 
information as to the treatment of 
“scutch grass” in summer fallowing? 
Some people claim that by disc har- 
rowing after plowing the roots will 
spread and grow with renewed vigor. 
Is such the case, and if so, what is 
he proper treatment? 

Answer: “Scutch grass” is one of 
about six or eight common names giv- 
en to what is more generally known 
es “couch” or “twitch” grass, boi- 
anically known as agropyrum repens. 
This grass is very troublesome in On- 
f2rio and England, and shows eonsid- 
erable persistency in some parts of 
Manitoba. A worse grass in the 
West, however, and one which is of- 
fen confused with the real couch grass 
is sweet grass, (Hierochloa Borealis), 
end it is not at all unlikely that this 
is the kind which is giving the trou- 
bie. Different, treatment is requir- 
ed for the handling of these two 
grasses. Couch grass is a_ bluish 
jookinz planf with no special odor, 
and bearing its head during July, rip- 
ening probably about August 10. The 
spike bearing the seeds is_ slender, 
somewhat resembling in shape a very 
starved head of bald wheat. The 
sweet zrass, on the other hand, has 
sweet smelling leaves of a much more 
decidedly yellowish tinze, and _ the 
seeds are borne about the end of 
May in a panicle very similar to a 
head of oats. The sweet .zrass is a 
ceep rooted plant and the plowing 


should be done deep enouzh to turn

its roots and root-stocks up to the 
sun. If this is done about the 5th 
of June and the land is at once heav- 
ily seeded to barley, it will in most 
yeirs clean the land ‘pretty well. 
Where the piece of land is very bad, 
however, and wet weather prevents, 
the working of the land at that time 
some farmers plaw their fallows a 
couple of times about a month apart 
ana firm them down by some surface } 
cultivation afterwards. The difficul- 
ties with the latter plan are the lia- 
bility to loosen the land too much and 
the chance of leaving it too dry. for 
néxt year’s crop. More shallow plow- 
ing muy be given for couch grass. In 
fact, if it is plowed too early, dur- 
inz its strong growing season, and 
too much earth be turned over on top 
of its shallow roots, they are apt te 
send up new staiks in the reverse di- 
rection which will appear quite stronz 
in the fallowed iand later. Unless 
for the killing of other weeds, nei- 
ther of these grasses should on any 
account be cultivated during wet wea- 
ther, as the jointed root-stocks are 
sure to be dragged about the fields 
and lead to the increase rather than 
to the reduction of the plants. We 
would think, however, that the disc 
would be about the least likely to give 
trouble in this way of any implement 


which could be used,
